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AN ORDINANCE

" AN ORDINANCE REGULATING THE CONDUCT AND DRESS 0? BATHERS
AT PUBLIC BATHING RESORTS IN THE CITY OF AUSTIN, AND
PROVIDING A PENALTY FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OP AUSTIN:

Station 1. That every person, over the age of twelve years,

when bathing at any public bathing resort or in any public place

in the City of Auetin, shall be required to wear a bathing, suit,

which shall be provided with a skirt or flap fastened at the waist

entirely around the body and extending at least midway between the

•hips and knees, and with trunks which shall cover the thighs at

least the full length of said flap or skirt.

Section 2. That no rude, immoral or lascivious conduct shall

be indulged in by any bather at any such bathing resort or public

Place. /
Section 3. That no person shall loiter about the grounds of

any bathing resort, or in any place not immediately adjacent to the

bathing pool or place, or in any public place other than Immediately

in the vicinity of the bathing pool or place, while clothed only in a

bathing suit, without having some robe or covering securely fastened '

over such bathing suit and extending to within twelve inches of the

ground.

section 4. That any person who shall violate any of the

provisions of this ordinance shall be .deemed guilty of misdemeanor! '

and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not less than

$5.00 nor more than $200.00.
